present a merchant of Brandon, but a year 
afterwards died in child birth, though the 
child, a bov, living atter her decease. 
Hiram Moore desired the return of the 
note, with the promise that the child 
should be provided for daring the lite ot 
said Moore, and remembered in his will. 
The latter is the statement of Foster and 
several 
witnesses. Moore 
died, 
and 
although he kept his promise while he 
lived, he made no provision for the boy at 
death. On the strength of this, Foster, as the 
natural guardian ot the child, put In his 
claim at $2,000, the amount of the note, 
against the estate, and was recognized by 
the probate court of Green Lake county. 
The heirs, although admitting the genu­ 
ineness of the claim, protested against Its 
allowance, and the matter was appealed to 
the Circnlt Coart. Judge Palling affirmed 
the decision of the court below.
